WILL NOT INDICT THEM. 


THE LEADERS OF THE FEW ORLEAES RIOT 
CERTAIN TO GO FREE. 

New ORLEANS, April 2.—Judge Marr, the 
presiding magistrate over the section of the 
Criminal District Court in which the Grand- 
jury is now serving, to-day expressed the 
private opinion that nothing would ever be 
done to the lynchers who caused the Killing of 
the Italians.

George W. Dashman Will Answer to the 
Grand-Jury. 


PRINCIPAL CHARACTERS UNSEPARATED 


Under Bond of $1,500 Each and 
Hotson Must Go to the Criminal Court 
—A Surrender at To-Day’s Hearing 
Midwife Hotson’s License to Be Re- 
voked—Two Verdicts. 


George W. Dashman alone was the cen- 
tral figure of the Fitts case in the Court of 
Criminal Correction this morning. For the 


first time during the progress of the prelim- 


inary hearing Midwife Louise Hotson and her 
calm -faced sister-in-law, Katie Hotson, were 
absent from their usual seats, directly facing 
Judge Claiborne. Lawyer Marshall McDon- 
ald was another of the principal fig- 
ures not present when court opened, 


and the close of the case was accordingly 


marked by a concentration of public interest 
on the one man who has figured side by side 
with Midwife Hotson in all the stories of poor 
Laura Fitts’ suffering and death. Despite 
the midwife’s trim . ifttle 
bDiack-gowned figure from the scene, how- 
ever, the court-room was crowded almost as 
fullas during the most sensational days of 
the hearing, many ladies being still notice- 
able in the gathering. There was an un- 
certainty about Dashman’s status in the case 
which rendered the decision to be made to- 
day a matter of deeper interest and suspense 
than was possible in the case of Midwife Hot- 
son. There had been but slight question of 
the weight of evidence pointing to the dash- 
ing little midwife as the one guilty of having 
performed the criminal operation on Laura 
Fitts. The dramatic climax of the hearing 
lay in the probability of George Dashman’s 
being held for the Grand-jury as the man 
in the case. 

A few minutes before 10 o’clock Dashman 
made his appearance in the court-room. He 
was accompanied by a friend and followed by 
his lawyers, John I. Martin and Simon 8. 

DASHMAN’S BEARING. 

Dashman was, as usual, pale and quiet in 
manner, but appeared somewhat relieved at 
the prospect of a definite close of the pre- 
liminary hearing, even with the certainty of 
his being held for the Grand-jury. He con- 
versed with his attorneys fora few moments 
in a low tone of voice, and at the close of the 
conference strolled across the room, and sat 
resting against the railing, bis back to the 
spectators, and his entire figure almost in- 
Visible from the body of the court room. He 
appeared to grow restiess under the whisper- 
ings of the group just behind him, for after 
@ short stay in that quarter of the room he 
suddenly sprang up and walked hastily into 
the witness-room, where he remained while 
the court docket of other cases was being dis- 
posed of. 

It was soon evident that Lawyers Martin 
and Bass were not going to make a particu- 
larly strong effort to save their client from 
following in the footsteps of Midwife Hotson. 
When John I. Martin reported on the scene 
yesterday, he brought with him a roll of 
type-written papers almost as corpu- 
lent as his own comfortable figure, 
and was plainly determined that 
Dashman should be held for the Grand- 
jury only over the remains of a display of el 
oquence that should protest to all posterity 
against the deep damnation of his taking 
. But there were certain features of 
yesterday’s proceedinas that changed Law- 
yer Martin’s mind. When Judge Claiborne, 
Arter first stating that he would prefer to 
pass upon both casesat once, received the 
consent of the State to pass upon Midwife 
Hotson’s alone, and promptly held that lady 
for the Grand-jury, u was apparent that 
Dashman’s fate was also settled in the judi- 
cial mind.

A DESERTED WIFE. 


The Story Told by Mrs. Charles Warfield 
of Brooklyn. 


New Tonk, April 2.—A story of Mise Grace 
Keyes’ relations with Charles Warfield, who 
abandoned his wife and four children, was 
published yesterday. Ittold, in substance, 
that Miss Keyes, a daughter of Seth C. Keyes, 
one of the wealthiest residents of the Eastern 
District of Brooklyn and the senior partner 
in a large carriage factory in this city, met a 
man who called himself Edward Raymond, in 
December, and fell in love with his fine figure 
and long blonde mustache. He represented 
himself to her as a single man and persuaded 
her to leave her father’s home and go to 
housekeeping with him at 30 Wythe ave- 
nue, Williamsburg. In her infatuation 
she had been

three poorly furnished rooms on the top 
floor ofa tenement. She did not tell all ot 
thetruth.

Ten years ago Charles Warfield, then 27 
years old, was a medical student at Bellevue 
Hospital, He married one of the students in 
the school for trained nurses there and quit 
the study of medicine.

The youngest 
is 4and the oldest 10 years old. They are all 
girls.

He claims to be only # 
years 01d, but it 16 false. We 
were married in 1879; that’s twelve 
years ago now. He was very handsome then, 
but awfully lazy. He worked in Lord & Tay- 
lor’s for five years, and then he was dis- 
charged for impudence. Then, after awhile, 
he got work on the cable cars as conductor 
and there he met Miss Keyes. Mr. Keyes and 
his two daughters used to live in a fashiona- 
ble apartment house on One Hundred and 
Thirtieth street. About three and a half 
years ago Grace met my husband on the cable 
cars, and after that she used to ride up and 
Gown all day long and furt with him.

TEN MEN DEAD 


Battle Between Guards and Strik- 
ers in the Coke Fields.

THE RIOTERS’ ATTACK REPLIED TO WITH 
WINCHESTER RIFLES, 


Ten of Their Number Killed and Twenty- 
Five Wounded. 


MILITARY CALLED OUT BY THE GOVER- 
NOR OF PENNSYLVANIA. 


The Conflict Began at 2.45 This Morning— 
Two Attacks Made—The Men Engaged 
Chiefly Poles—Preparations Made by 
the Deputy Sherifis tor Deadly Work— 
Supt. Pickard’s Address to His Men— 
Bombs Ready to Blow Up the Works— 
Where the Trouble in the Pennsylvania 
Coal Region Had Its Origin—The First 
Outbreak. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April 2.—A special dispatch 
from Mt. Pleasant, Pa., says: 

At about 2:45 this morninga mob of about 
five hundred men began rioting at the Stand- 
ard Coke Works. They destroyed some of the 
company’s property and then proceeded to 
cut the telephone and telegraph lines of the 
coke company so no warnings could be sent 
to people at Moorewood. About 
8 o’Clock a party of rioters, between 
400 and 600 strong, marched to Moore wood. In 
the meantime the company at the 
Standard Works hurriedly repaired the 
telephone lines and sent word 
to Moorewood that the strikers would attack 
the works in three places and had a well 
laid plan to destroy the whole plant. 

THE ATTACK. 

The Deputy Sheriffs were soon in readiness 
to receive attack. The men were divided 
into three parties, Capt. Lauer having 
charge of the party which was 
placed behind the big gates of the barn and 
stable enclosure. Asthe rioters passed the 
company’s store they made an attack upon it 
and raided it as far as they could,in the 
brief time, breaking the windows and doing 
other damage. They then marchéd to the 
barn enclosure and attempted to break down 
the gates. They succeeded in doing this and 
as they entered, Capt. Lauer called out to 
them to halt or he would fire upon them. 

SEVEN MEN SHOT DEAD. 

Their answer was to fire a rattling volley in 
the direction of the deputies, none of whom 
were seriously injured. Capt. Lauer then 
gave the order to fire. Two volleys were 
fred before the mob broke and 
ran. Seven men fell dead inthe public road 
and a number were found wounded. The 
rioters seemed dazed by the slaughter, and 
though a few attempted to hold their ground, 
most of them scattered tothe woods adjoin- 
ing. 

THREE MORE KILLED. 

At o' clock another riot was precipitated, 
in which three Hungarians were killed 
and about twenty ve wounded, some of 
whom will, it is thought, die. The Sherif 
and two deputies arrived home on the 9 
o’ clock train, having two of the rioters in 
custody, one of whom was wounded in the 
leg. Both were lodged in jail. 

Sheriff Clawson has telegraphed Gov. Patti- 
son forthe militia, as he fears the Hunga- 
rians and other ricters, who number thou- 
sands, will arm themselves, overpower the 
deputies and kill them all before they can 
realize the situation. The officials here are 
greatly alarmed overthe situation, which is 
hourly growing more serious. 

SURROUSDED BY MUUNS. 

Areport has just reached here that the 
Hungarians have the deputies surrounded, 
and their triends are almost frantic, fearing 
they will all be killed.

SWORN VENGEANCE.

It is 
openly declared by the strikers this after- 
noon that they will have revenge 
for their companions. They have 
for the time being transferred 
their attention from the plants to the depu- 
ties, whom they vow they will kill. They say 
at the game time that the works will be surely 
razed. Word has been passed to the strikers 
all over the region that the shooting was 
without provocation; that no violence had 
been offered and their anathamas on hearing 
these reports are deep and strong. 

Peter Wise, Master Workman of the dis- 
trict; James McBride, Secretary, and 
W. F. Penna, Vice-President of 
the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, came here this morning 
and visited the scene of the shooting and held 
conferences with several men. It is said 
they are securing the names of the deputies 
and that warrants for the arrest of all of 
them, including Capt. Laur, who was in com- 
mand, will be sworn out. 


THE DEADLY VOLLEY. 
The latter claims that he ordered the mob 
to halt three times and he was answered with 
three shots. After another command 
to halt the guards were or- 
Gered to tire and a deadiy volley 
was poured into the crowd. The 
fire was returned hotly, but the aim was 
poor. From the hilis the friends of the mob 
down on the road could do nothing. They 
could not shoot, not knowing the position of 
the combatants, and were com- 
pelled therefore to wait until 
word of the result of the fusilade. They 
could not have reached the ground in time to 
reinforce them to any purpose, fora circuit 
of the works and buildings on either side of 
the road was necessary. It wasinthis way 
that they were enforced witnesses of the ter- 
rible scenes in the valley below. 


The firing did not continue more than three 
minutes. When the strikers saw the execu- 
tion of the deputies’ bullets, when they knew 
that many of their own number had been vis- 
ited with terrible punishment, they retreated 
with haste. It was not five minutes after 
the firing that the deputies held the field. 
The wounded were carried away, but the 
dead were left and from the damp road 
seven men were carried back tothe barracks 
at the store. 

NOT SHOT IS THE BACK. 

That the dead men were not afraid is evi 
Genced by the fact that not one was shot in 
the back, When the bullets struck 
them they were all 
deputies, who say 
to fight, and they 
Volley after volley was fired at them, but not 
a guard was wounded, Ifthe mob had the 
courage of lions they were poor marksmen. 
The stable where the bodies are lying 
has been surrounded all day by 
the strikers and their friends. The 
persons who understand their language say 
their threats are fearful. They swear to be 
avenged. 

Peter Wise, District Master Workman, ap 
plied to Justice McWilliams to arrest the 
deputies for murder, but the Justice refused 
to do so. Wise denounced the shooting 
as cold-blooded murder and said there was 
no protection for the workingman. 

FORTY WOUNDED. 

Physicians say forty strikers were wounded, 
many of them mortally. The excitement is 
increasing and the prospects for an- 
other outbreak are growing every hour. 
Another raid is expected at any time. ‘Squire 
MeCabb consented to issue the warrants 
prayed for charging the deputies with mur- 
der, and the warrants

WHEN THE STRUGGLE BEGAN. 


HOW THE LABOR RIOTS IN THE COKE REGION 
ERE PRECIPITATED. 
Ta., April 2.—The struggle 
eight-hour day began 
on April 1 instead of May 1, as pre- 
viously announced, and precipitated the 
labor riots. The change was made at the 
ennference in Pittsburg between the 
laborers and the Executive Council of 
the American Federation of Labor. At 
that meeting there were present Sec- 
retary Chas. Evans, Vice-President 
John B. Leman of New York, Wm. A. 
Carney of Pittsburg, all of the Federation, 
and President Rae of the Pennsylvania United 
Mine Workers. The object of the conference 
was to review the situation in the Connellsville 
region, but President Rae declared in favor 
of precipitating the eight hour fight at once. 

President Rae said his organization was 
able to carry the miners along for many 
weeks although they had been paying $20,000a 
week in strike benefits. He said they could 
get along for six or sight weeks yet, inde- 
pendent of any outside help, and with the 
assistance pledged them by the Federa- 
tion they were in position to stand 
out until October or November next. A tele- 
gram was received from Chairman Gompers 
of the Executive Committee, who was in Du- 
luth, approving of the immediate precipita- 
tion of the eight-hour strikeand thus settle 
the matter. The support of the Federation 
was pledged and everything possible will be 
done to insure success. 

THE FEDERATION SUPPORTS THE STRIKE. 

President Gompers, the Chairman of the 
Executive Council, who was in Duluth,Minn. 
Tuesday, was telegraphed to for an ex-

OVID WHITE ACQUITTED. 

Coleus, Ind., April 2.—The trial of Ovid 
White forthe murder of Jacob Johnson at 
Salem, in 1888, has just now concluded at 
Paoli, by the acquittal of White. 

On the day of the fair in Salem, Johnson 
quarreled with Ormi Thompson, and White 
followed Johnson as he was going home, and 
murdered him. Both the murderers fied, 
but were eventually captured, Thompson 
being given a life sentence in the Prison 
South. He made an escape and was again 
recaptured. White was not caught untila 
yearago. He was to be brought before Judge 
Collins of Salem, but just before the trial the 
Judge died. His case was then carried before 
Judge Pierson at Paoli and again the Judge 
died. Finally the case came to trial, but the 
only witness, Thompson,had died in the Prison 
South. 


CRIMINAL NEWS IN BRIEF. 

The trial of Mrs. McKee at Rome, Ga., has 
been postponed because of the death of the 
father of the leading counsel for the defense. 

A masked mob of thirty men went tothe

The man who did 
the shooting was a non-union man, and 
Brown tried to make him stop working. 

Frank Quinnan, a negro, was given a sen- 
tence of seventeen years by a Dallas (Tex.) 
court. He got ten years for highway robbery 
and seven for criminally assaulting Mrs. E. 
Blackburn. ‘ 

Bob Randall and Joseph Palmer, two well 
dressed young men heavily armed, were ar- 
rested at Fort Wayne, Ind., ona charge of 
horse stealing. 

G. W. Porter, Chief High Ranger of the In- 
Gependent Order of Foresters, who ran away 
from Kansas City with a notorious woman 
named Pearl Johnson, is said to have three 
wives living. 

John Carver, a farmer living near Fulton, 
Ky., had a difficulty with a negro hostler 
named Henry Hayden.

COUNTERFEITS IN CARONDELET.

BELIEVE HE WAS MURDERED, 


John Pickett’s Family Do Not Believe 
His Death Was Accidental. 

John Pickett, who was sent to Akron, O., 
by Rohan Bros. to put in a boiler there, was 
found dead in the canal at that place a 
few days ago. The Coroner of Akron 
held an inquest on the body 
and returned a verdict of death from acci- 
dental drowning. Pickett's remains were 
sent on here for burial. His family were - not 
satisfied with the verdict of the inquest held 
at Akron, believing that Pickett had met 
with foul play at the hands of the enemies of 
his employers. It will be remembered that 
one ofthe former workmen at the electric 
power-house attacked and badly beat 
Mr. Philip Rohan, a member of the 
frm with a hammer, and /Pickett’s 
family believe that this same gang who then 
had trouble. with the firm are ro- 
sponsible for Pickett’s death at Akron. 
They had Dr. A. V. L. Brokaw make 
à post-mortem examination in hopes of dis- 
covering the true cause ofdeath. The body 
had been embalmed before being shipped 
here, and so far as could be 
ascertained death seemed to have been 
caused by drowning.

. BLAINE TO IMPERIALI. 

In his note to the Marquis ImpxRIALi on 
the hasty recall of Baron Fava, Mr. BLAINE 
states only the simple truth when he says 
that neither the Government of the United 
States nor any State Government can 
guarantee the punishment of criminals. 
Here, as in England and all other free 
countries, governments can only make 
laws for the punishment of crime and pro- 
vide for the prosecution of criminals, and 
their punishment if found guilty by a jury 
of the vicinage. 

The law requires a unanimous agreement 
of twelve men that the accused is guilty, 
and as it gives him the benefit of every rea- 
sonable doubt, the evidence required to sat- 
isfy twelve men of his guilt cannot always 
be produced, even in cases where the public 
generally holds him guilty. That was 
manifest in the acquittal of the men ac- 
cused of murdering the New Orleans Chief 
of Police. Neither the demand of the State 
Government nor the fierce outcry of the 
local population for the blood of those men 
forced the jury to convict them. For that 
reason they were murdered, and the Italian 
Government must either trust the courts 
to punish the lynchers, or ite demand for 
their punishment must be construed as a 
demand that our Government shall lynch 
them—have them executed without due 
process of law. 

Of course the Italian Government will 
disavow any such demand. It knows that 
the machinery of justice miscarries occa- 
sionally in all countries; that no govern- 
ment can guarantee the unfailing punish- 
ment of every crime against ite own citi- 
zens or even the murder of its own officers, 
as the Hennessy case shows. All any gov- 
ernment can do for the protection of Ital- 
ian subjects is to afford them the same 
protection of the laws as is afforded its 
own citizens in the courts. 

Italian diplomacy has got into a passion 
and blundered in this matter by asking 
more than any government would concede 
before the results of the pending legal and 
official investigation are known. But Mr. 
BLAINE’s admission as to the immunity of 
lynchers from punishment in this country 
amounts to awshameful impeachment of 
American society and American govern- 
ment. It is a confession that acquittal by 
an American jury is no protection to a 
man when an incensed rabble thirsts for his 
blood. It is a confession that the Federal 
Government has not provided in its own 
statutes and courts remedies for the pro- 
tection of foreign subjects against such 
outrages as the local officials and juries of 
excited communities are disinclined to 
punish.

PATCH of the way in which Messrs. Com- 
FORT and VoGEL, the two Councilmen who 
were renominated by the Republicans, 
combined business and politics in their 
action with reference to the bill granting 
valuable additional franchises to the Ben- 
ton-Bellefontaine Street Railway line gives 
a sample of the sort of work which demon- 
strates the necessity of the Independent 
movement. 

An amendment to the bill had been in- 
troduced which would have insured the 
payment to the city by the road in ex- 
change for the privileges granted it the 
sum of $50,000. Mr. Voda had voted 
forthe amendment upon its introduction 
in the Council and Mr. ComMFortT against 
it, but when the bill returned from the 
House of Delegates with the amendment 
stricken out, both men concurred in that 
action and the city lost $50,000. Aside 
from considerations of a private nature 
which may suggest themselves as entering 
into the matter, ‘the bill of the railway 
was backed: by strong political influences 
which could be useful to candidates 
in the approaching election. Thus the in- 
terests of the city were sacrificed for per- 
sonal considerations. 

The similar instances in which the city 
has been victimized are so many and out- 
rageous that they have almost ceased to 
have their proper effect upon the mind of 
citizens. The time has come, however, to 
put a stop to such work, and to demand 
that the city’s interests shall be protected 
and advanced fin all Municipal Assembly 
legislation. The opportunity to carry this 
demand into effect is presented in the can- 
didacy of the clean, honest men whose 
names are on the Independent Municipal 
ticket. J

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- BOTH DIED GAME. 


The Nicey Brothers Hanged at Somer- 
set, Pa., To-Day. 


PROTESTED THEIR INNOCENCE TO THE 
LAST MOMENT. 


The Crime tor Which the Young Men Were 
Executed—Story ofthe Murder of Old 
Man Umberger in the Presence of His 
Family— Pleas for Pardon and Efforts to 
Escape the Gallows. 


SOMERSET, Pa., April2.—The Nicely broth- 
ers were hanged at 1:43 o’clock this after 
noon. They both died game and protesting 
their innocence. Death resulted from strang- 
ulation. The bodies were cut down about 
nineteen minutes aferthe trap was sprung. 

HISTORY OF THE CRIME. 

The crime for which David and Joseph 
Nicely to-day paid the extreme and awful 
penalty of the law stands out prominent as 
one of the most brutal and deliberate, and at 
the same time one of the most mysterious 
crimes for which two men were ever hanged 
when ashred of doubt remained asto their 
guilt. Onthe evening of Feb. 27, 1889, an 
ugly, cold sleet was falling, that drove a little 
country family closer toa generous fire in the 
home of Herman Umberger in Somerset 
County, about two miles from Jennerstown. 
Some time before this it became generally 
known that Farmer Umberger had been 
gathering up his money and collecting all 
loaned money, presumably fearing the banks. 
It was also kKncwn that he was wealthy and 
after this collection kept large sums of money 
inthe house. Atthis time the family con- 
sisted of Herman Umberger and wife, Nan- 
nie, two grandchildren, Nellie and George 
Horner, and the hired girl, Ella Stern. 

On the early evening of the day mentioned, 
just after dusk, there was a rap at the door, 
and'in response to Umberger’s invitation to 
enter there came two men into that hospi- 
table home whose appearance cast a chill 
over the household. One had his head bound 
up n two common red handkerchiefs, while 
the other had his face covered by a false gray 
beard, The men were invited to the fire, and 
after some talk the smaller man said they 
were officers, and were searching the house 
for jewelry supposed to have been stolen 
froma peddler. They then read what pur- 
ported to be a warrant signed by Squire 
Rauch of Jennerstown. Then began an os- 
tensible search for the alleged stolen jewelry, 
but in reality for the large sums of money 
known to be kept in the house. After some 
search Umberger, the two men and Nannie 
Horner went into a bedroom where the 
Smaller man pulled out a bureau drawer, ex- 
posing two pocket-books which the farmer 
said contained money to pay his hands. Um- 
berger picked these up and placed them in 
his vest pocket,and becoming alarmed at the 
fearful looks of his strange guests sent the 
little girl for his wife. She ran in and said 
the farce had gone far enough. 


THE TRAGEDY. 
The party went into the sitting-room, when 
the smaller man pulled a revolver and, point- 
ing it at Umbergér, cried ‘* Your money or 
your fe.“ This he eried again, then delib- 
erately began firing at the old man, who had 
thrown up his hands and backed intoacor 
ner. Themen had evidently intended to 
murder, asthey gave the man nochance for 
his life. Umberger received one bullet in the 
shoulder and thé other in the breast. The 
wife ran into the kitchen and wildly rang the 
bell that served to call the hands to their 
meals. In a moment her aged husband stag- 
gered through the kitchen door and fell dead 
at her feet. Shortas wasthe time occupied, 
however, thé desperate men had secured 
what they had come for—the two pocket- 
books, which contained between $16,000 and 
$20,000 in gold and greenbacks. In ten min- 
the house was filled with frightened neigh- 
bors, but the men had gone and left no clew. 
A reward of 92,000 soon sharpened the eyes 
of the good people of Somerset County, who 
were up in arms over the outrageous deed. 
Lewis and Chas. Varmear came forward and 
first started the keen eye of suspicion towards 
the Nicelys by stating that they had seen the 
brothers crossing Laural Hill on the after- 
noon of the murder. The Nicelys lived near 
Ligonier, fifteen miles from the Umberger 
place. They were well-to-do people of the 
Dunkard faith who worshiped in a little 
church erected onthe Rowlarge farm. One 
son, Joseph, was married and settled on a 
farm given him by his father. He was 387 
years of age, industrious and always had 
money. David Nicely, the youngest of the 
sons was 28 years of age, married, possessed 
of some money, and, like his brother, ap- 
peared content with his life on the farm. 


ARREST OF THE NICELYS. 

The story of the Varmears started a close in- 
quiry as to the identity ofthe Nicely boys 
they had seen on Laurel Hill the afternoon of 
the murder. There were other witnesses 
called, who had seen the men, and though 
some contradictory evidence was introduced 
on the whole testimony pointed toward these 
two men positively as going in the direction 
of the Umberger place on the afternoon of 
murder. In addition to all this tracks were 
found in the snow leading from the Umber- 
ger place over the mountains toward Ligo- 
nier. On the Monday following the murder 
the boys, David and Joseph, were arrested 
and taken to Ligonier and thence to 
Somerset. Two months after this 
they were placed on trial. This 
was during the excitement following the 
famous McClellandtown outrages and coun- 
sel for the Nicelys obtained a change of venue 
on the ground that they could not get justice 
in Somerset County. Then began a bitter 
legal fight, the ceunsel for the defense vi- 
dently having plenty of money to spur them 
on. One deadly clew after another was 
brought to their doors, including the very 
hat and boots worn by them and a pocket 
book David had given to his wife which was 
fully identified as being the one that was 
taken from Farmer Umberger. On the other 
hand the defense produced evidence that was 
almost unassailable, 

PLAN OF DEFENSE. a 

For instance, David A. Geeting, who 
worked ma saw mill, sworehe he had met 
Joseph nearhis father’s house atthe very 
moment the Umberger murder was occurring 
fifteen miles away. Asfor David, Dr. Brus- 
ker of Somerset testified that he was suffer- 
ing from pertrophy of the heart. It might 
have been for him to have walked 
fifteen miles, but not hastily as described, as 
that would have been fatal. on Aug. 19, 
however, they were sentenced to death, and 
then began another fight for pardon, 
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and nm a crowd of infuri- 
ated citizens on t way back to jail, Again 


on the night of Nov. 29, 1890, a bold and par- . 


tlally successful attempt was made. Assisted 
by another er named Queen, they broke 
through the inner wall and descended the 
outer by means of a rope. Joe descended 
first, but broke the rope and fractured his 
ankle in the fall. David followed 
and broke a leg aud arm, 
while Queen fell the entire distance 
and broke his in two places. David 
crawled a mile the jall into Farmer 
Fanner’s barn, where weakness and pain 
caused him to give up, while Joe was found 
in another barn fully two miles from the jail, 
He was badly frozen and both men must have 
suffered intensely. It was soon after this 
that Joe began to act queerly, and in consid- 
eration of his health, suffering and agony of 
mind, opinion ts still about evenly divided as 
to the man’s sanity. 
MADE NO CONFESSION. 

All this time there has not been even a hint 
of confession from either of the prisoners. 
They say they have nothing totell ana that 
they made the efforts to escape simply be- 
cause the idea of being hanged for a crime 
they nove committed is unbearable. At the 
last moment another appeal was made to the 
Governor for clemency, the counsel stating 
that they had a clew to the whereabouts of 
the mysterious Beach, whose confession cre- 
ated sucha sensation, and not until the drop 
fell was the idea of a pardon abandoned,

TROOPS AND POLICE READY TO PUT 
DOWN RIOTERS. 


The Kaiser’s Telegram of Congratulation 
to Bismarck—Austro-German Oommer- 
cial Congress—Why the Ex-Chancellor 
Desires to Return to the Reichstag— 
Current Events in Europe. 


SLIGO, April 2.~The Sligo election for the 
selection of a member to fill the seat in Par- 
lament from North Sligo, made va- 
cant by the death of the late Mr. 
Peter McDonald, is progressing in a 
steady, quiet and orderly manner. During 
the morning Mr. Parnell made a last effort to 
arouse the enthusiasm of his partisans by 
driving through the streets of the city in an 
open carriage. His appearance, however, 
drew forth no applause from either the street 
passengers or corner loiterers. Up to the 
present moment nothing has occurred to de- 
mand especial police effort, much less the 
call for the interposition of the troops of the 
garrison. Thereare not wanting, however, 
those who predict that as the day wanes al- 
tercations will oocur of such a nature as to 
make possible the precipitation of a serious 
riot. 

THE PHG@NIX PARK MURDERERS. 

London, April 3.—Accounts ofthe removal 
of prisoners from the Downpatrick Jalil say 
that there was a great crowd present to see 
the Phoenix Park murderers as they came up 
and when one of the prisoners sang God 
Dave Ireland’’a great many of the crowd 
joined in. Fitzharris attracted the most at- 
tention, he looking strong and healthy, 
while Mullet looked pale and delicate. The 
prisoners and their guards left the sta- 
tion ona special train with the convicted 
men to preclude the necessity of changing 
cars at Belfast, and as the cars pulled out the 
crowd the convicted men sang songs of 
cheer and loyalty. 


KAISER TO PRINCE, 


EMPEROR WILLIAM CONGRATULATES BISMARCK 
—GERMAN AFFAIRS. 

BERLIN, April 2.—The telegram of birthday 
congratulation from the Kaiser to Prince Bis- 
marck is universally recognized as a graceful 
act on the part of the young sovereign, and 
as tending to soften if not efface the remain- 
ing asperity between them. It is stated that 
when Prince Bismarck received the im- 
perial mesgage he stood uncovered while it 
was being read to him and seemed deeply 
gratified. The Princess is also represented 
as having been even more pleased than her 
husband. The celebrations that Germany 
has witnessed and the generally expressed 
opinion of the newspapers is that Bismarck 
was right when he said that, as Minister, he 
could not have commanded such testimony of 
popular good will. A Hamburg dispatch 
gays it is believed that the Kaiser may meet 
Bismarck upon visiting Altona, and that the 
two will come toafrank understanding of 
their respective attitudes. 

A SIGNIFICANT INCIDENT. 

There was a noticeable absence of the 
social democracy from the trades’ procession 
at Lubeck, during the Emperor’s visit Wed- 
nesday, and the circumstance is said to have 
been noticed by the Imperial visitor. Itis 
thought that this may have been due tothe 
fact that, early in the week, the police made 
several arrests of men who have been prom- 
ment in the extreme section of the party. 
They were released this morning, having 
been confined as a matter of precaution dur- 
ing the Kaiser’s presence in the city. 

A PRESENT FROM THE KING. 

The Kaiseris saidto have personally in- 
terested himself in the case of the young man 
who was arrested for presenting a petition 
to his Majesty, while he was out walking a 
few daysago. The Kaiser caused the matter 
to be looked into and came to the impression 
that the young man had been subjected to 
serious injustice for which, however, there 
appeared to be no legalremedy. It is stated 
that the Kaiser caused the youth tobe pre- 
sented with a substantial sum of money from 
the Royal purse. Itisalso stated, however, 
that the police have been instructed to pre- 
vent such presentations in future. 

COMMEROIAL CONFERENCE. 

The Austro-German commercial conference 
at Vienna has resumed its sittings. The del- 
egates of Austro-Hungary have accepted the 
German concessions and nothing now re- 
mains to be Gone butto draft the treaty of 
commerce. There is, however, some uneas- 
iness lest Prince Bismarck should attack the 
treaty, and it is suspected that it is to do just 
that particular thing that he desires to enter 
the Reichstag. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


WILL BE HELD AS HOSTAGES AT MANIPUR— 
EVENTS ABROAD. 

Lonponr, April 2.—The correspondent of the 
Chronicle at Calcutta says: In an interview the 
deposed Rajah of Manipur declared that his 
brother, the present Rajah, would not kill his 
prisoners, but would hold them as hostages. 
The only cause for fear comes from the un- 
controllable Kakis. 

The deposed Rajah offers to send another 
brother to induce the ruling Rajah to release 
the prisoners. 

SAILING MASTERS SUSPENDED. 

Paris, April 2.—The Minister af Marine, M. 
Barbey, has suspended the certificates of sev 
eral masters of fishing vessels from Fecamp, 
and has withdrawn the certificate of one 
master for violent assertion of their rights off 
the Newfoundland banks by firing upon hin- 
derers. The masters concerned are still at 
sea. 

WILL VISIT ROME. 

Rome, April 2.—The Pope has caused Arch- 
bishop Ireland of St. Paul to be informed that 
Dis visit to Rome will be favorably received 
by the Holy Father, who desires to consult 
himon the affairs of the church in America. 

COLLAPSE OF THE REVOLT. 

London, April 2.—The Exchange Telegraph 
Co. has a dispatch from Paris which says: 
‘It is officially announced that Presi- 
dent Balmaceda’s success as shown 
by the elections just held is regarded 
as the prelude of the collapse of the revolt in 
Chili. President Balmaceda is willing to 
withdraw if he is aliowed to designate his 


successor.’’
